Their distinguishing feature is their convenience and rapidity of operation, and 
automatic friction and ratchet feed. The taking up and releasing of chain is 
done in a moment with a friction feed, by simply turning Brace or Breast Drill 
by which Chain Drill is operated. When the chain is tight, the automatic feed 
operates by turning of small lever to horizontal position. When drill has reached 
desired depth the automatic feed is thrown off by turning lever to upright position. 
Reverse movement of brace and drill is withdrawn, chain slackened in a moment. 

The automatic feed is positive, fixed and without adjustment for drills up to

The most careful 
attention has been given to every detail of design and work- 
manship. The following description applies to all Freezers 
on pages 234-235. 

FRAME: One solid casting, and not of a number of 
pieces carelessly bolted together. The frame is thus much 
stronger, less liable to breakage or to get out of order. 

BEARINGS: The bearings for shaft are bored out cor- 
rectly and in line and not rough holes with so-called babbit 
metal to make them smooth. 

SHAFTS: The shafts are steel and accurately fitted. 

PULLEYS: The pulleys are placed in middle to relieve 
undue strain on bearings. 

TEETH: In gearing are of scientifically correct shape 
to run smoothly, their wide face secures extra strength. 

GEARING: The gearing is completely covered to pre- 
vent fingers being caught and crushed. 

CAN : Made of No. 18 Sheet Steel, riveted in seam, 
with heavy malleable iron bottom and tinned after being 
made up. The top is reinforced with wrought iron band. 
The body is much thicker than the ordinary can, made 
of the heaviest tin plate, and cannot be dented by careless 
use. Copper cans are furnished if required. 

TUBS: Extra heavy, staves tongued and grooved, and 
bound with Electric Welded Wire Hoops, being much 
stronger than ordinary flat hoops, and guaranteed not to 
fall off. Tubs are painted both inside and outside. 

DASHER: Malleable iron, heavily coated with pure 
block tin.
